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PREFACE 


I have tried to make this book something more than a mere 
Bibliography of the First Editions of the Waverley Novels. With 
its aid it should be possible to identify almost every leaf of those 
first editions which are now difficult to find in original untouched 
condition. But because such identification can sometimes only 
be established by means of minute details, I feel a word of 
explanation is due as to my method in compiling the analyses which 
follow. 

Every detail has been checked by at least two different copies 
of each first edition; and any small variations, other than definite 
“ states,” have been noted in the text. The earlier novels were 
printed in such an unsystematical way that two copies of the first 
edition of the same book are seldom, if ever, exactly similar. The 
watermarks of any two copies, compared signature by signature, 
may well not wholly agree ; similarly, the “ forme marks ” at the 
bottom of certain pages are not necessarily exactly alike, because 
the sheets were not printed by the same workmen. Variations in 
watermark (which often occur) I have only recorded very sum- 
marily, but differences in “ forme marks,” which seldom occur, 
I have tried to note individually. Should any occur which I have 
not described, a cross check may be available in the setting of the 
text, which I have never found to vary except in the different 
“ states ” as described. Variations in watermark, then, may be 
almost disregarded, and variations in “ forme marks ” do not 
necessarily prove that the copy is not a first edition, although they 
should be regarded as sufficiently significant to justify cross- 
checking with the variations in the setting of the text, which, as 
I have said, are trustworthy. 

And now for a few remarks under specific headings : — 
“States” (with which are included “Issues” and “Variants”). 
I mistrust the word “ Issue ” when applied to books published 
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over one hundred years ago. It is not possible to know at this 
distance of time which copies of any particular first edition were 
the first to leave the publishers. Presentation copies, where such 
exist, have been known to give guidance; but they are not 
absolutely reliable and, in the case of Scott’s novels, exceedingly 
rare. Further, the form in which the book was first conceived, 
printed and designed for publication was not necessarily the form 
in which it was first issued, and changes were often made in the 
middle of the printing, and before any copies were even bound. 
Nevertheless, differences of issue did exist, and their order of 
priority should, if possible, be guessed at. How shall such differ- 
ences be described ? 

The term “ Variant ” is up to a point expressive of the meaning 
which I want to convey, but its use presents difficulties of 
ambiguity. Can there be two variants of a first edition ? or is 
there a first edition and a variant ? 

I have therefore decided to use the word “ State ” whenever 
between two copies of a first edition there are differences of 
sufficient importance to be noticed ; and my “ First State ” is the 
variety which I believe to be preferable, from the collector’s point 
of view, to any other. 

Inserted Advertisements. I have ignored the inserted advertise- 
ments which are found in some copies of Scott first editions in 
original binding, because all which I have seen have been lists 
issued by various London publishers who acted as English dis- 
tributors of the Waverley Novels. The evidential value of inserted 
advertisements is never very great, and it is virtually non-existent 
when such advertisements emanate only from distributing agents 
of the original publishers. 

Bindings and Labels. All the Waverley Novels were issued 
in boards, with the edges uncut. Several varieties of boards and 
backstrips will, however, show themselves, and as it is impossible 
to fix the chronology of all such varieties accurately, I can only 
indicate what seems to me their respective desirability from a 
collector’s point of view. 

The majority of the Waverley Novels were published before the 
use of book cloth was at all general. Consequently the preferable 
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style of binding is one of whole paper boards, for sides and back 
alike. Copies in quarter cloth were probably cased after the 
original date of publication. The colour of board sides or back- 
strips is unimportant. 

The later novels (those published from 1825 onwards) may have 
been issued simultaneously both in full paper boards and in boards, 
quarter cloth; but even these are preferable in the former style, 
which may have been earlier and cannot have been later than that 
incorporating cloth. 

Sometimes uncut copies appear in quarter roan with board 
sides. These may conceivably have been originally cased in this 
form by or on behalf of the publisher for library use. On the 
other hand, the chances of quarter-leather cases being binders' , as 
opposed to publishers’, cases are always considerable ; and I would 
only recommend collectors to be satisfied with Waverley Novels 
in quarter-roan if they find it quite impossible to secure copies 
either in full paper or quarter cloth.* 

For the general facts of publishers’ binding history, of which 
copies of Waverley Novels provide particular evidence, I would 
refer readers to Michael Sadleir’s monograph The 'Evolution of 
Publishers' Binding Styles , 1770-1900, which was the first volume 
of the series Bibliographia. On the basis of general practice in the 
matter of boards, cloth and labels as there laid down, it is possible 
to adjudge the problems of individual books and to draw approxi- 
mately accurate conclusions. 

Labels. Descriptions of the wording of paper labels are given 
in the text; but with each description must be understood the 
additional fact that every label was printed with two horizontal lines 
at the top and two at the bottom. These lines have sometimes been 
shaved off by the binder when he cut the labels apart (they would 
in most cases have been printed together and issued conjugate), 
but on perfect labels they should be present. While it is, of 
course, preferable that copies of Waverley Novels should be 
labelled, some copies exist of books which have undoubtedly 

* One example of quarter- roan binding which was almost certainly an 
original binding (i.e. the first case of any sort to be put on to the sheets in 
question) has come to my notice. A copy of Pales of the Crusaders thus bound 
had tipped in at the end of Vol. I, the original four labels, unused and undivided, 
as issued with the sheets. 
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never had them, the number of the volume being stamped on the 
spine instead.* 

Signatures. The letters J, V and W were never used for sig- 
natures, which run on from I to K, and from U to X. 

References to Lockhart’s Life of Scott. When these occur, they 
apply to the First Edition. 

Comparative Rarities. My own conclusions as to comparative 
rarities may be of interest to collectors although they are, of course, 
only surmises resulting from my own particular experience. 

Waver ley is, title for title, the rarest of all Scott’s novels. But 
if “ states ” of other books are taken into account, it may be said 
that Waver ley per se is not so rare as the First State of the First 
Series of Tales of My Landlord , nor as the First State of Guy Man- 
uring. The misnumbered page in the former and the first state 
of the Errata Leaf of the latter are both exceedingly difficult to 
find. 

Reverting to a comparison of actual titles, the First Series of 
Tales of My Landlord is, in cut state, a commoner book than Guy 
Mannering, , but the former is much the scarcer of the two in boards 
uncut. The Antiquary and Rob Roy are not easy to find in original 
boards. The Monastery is much scarcer than The Abbot ; but the 
blank leaf at the end of Volume III of the latter seems to have 
been omitted from the majority of copies, so that possibly an 
Abbot with this leaf is a rarer phenomenon than any Monastery. 
Kenilworth with every title in First State is very uncommon; and 
although the First State of The Pirate is definitely scarce, my 
experience has been that Kenilworth is the last of the books which 
are really uncommon in original boards. 

In a few cases when there is reliable information I have given 
the numbers of the copies of the first edition to be printed. The 
later ones have now become hard to procure in fine condition, but 
many have survived because very large numbers of them were 
issued and several did not reach a second edition at all.

of the y denotes a first issue. I believe that the presence of the y would prove 
the book to be in its first state, but I am doubtful whether a copy containing 
the y exists for the following reason. 

I have had the opportunity of examining an exceedingly interesting copy of 
Waverley; a copy, moreover, which was almost certainly one of the very first 
copies to be sent out by the publishers. This copy was the one which was 
owned and inscribed by Henry Mackenzie, to whom the book was dedicated. 
The fact that it was not a presentation copy from the author, as might be 
expected, is easily explained. The publishers did all in their power to keep 
Scott’s name from the public, as they had no faith in his capability to write a 
novel, and they feared that Waverley would fail and damage the author’s reputa- 
tion as a poet. It is reasonable to suppose, however, that the publishers sent 
Mackenzie his copy at Scott’s request before the book was issued to the public, 
and this being so, the y of the word your should in this copy surely be in place 
if it ever was. The y, however, is missing as usual, and there is no other variant 
to stamp the book as being in an earlier state than the other copies I have 
examined.

(In some copies) For 
minute , read minutely : but on p. 309, 1. 13, the second 
word is minutely. 

In the intermediate states are found the other two 
combinations of the different readings of the errata 
leaf and of p. 309. Although I have seen a copy 
containing the first state of the errata leaf and the 
second state of p. 309, I should have thought it un- 
likely that such a combination could exist, because the 
first state of the errata leaf is considerably scarcer than 
the first state of p. 309. The combination of the 
second state of the errata leaf and the first state of 
p. 309 is not uncommon, from which it would 
appear that the change in the errata leaf was made 
before the change in the text. 

An alternative explanation is that different work- 
men were employed to print signatures n, which con- 
tains p. 309, and p, which contains the errata leaf. 
The ones printing signature n had made more pro-

grcss than those engaged on signature p, so that 
although the change in each signature was made at 
the same time, more first-state sheets of signature n 
than of signature p were in existence.

“ Author’s Favourite Edition,” which was edited 
by Scott himself, the small t re-appears. I consider, 
therefore, that it is possible that in the original un- 
cancelled state of this leaf in the first edition the word 
Tower was spelt with a capital T, but a copy having 
this reading should be examined very closely, as the 
capital letter certainly occurred, as I have pointed 
out, in later editions of the book. 

In addition a 1 of each volume was removed. I 
presume that these leaves were originally fly-titles, 
incorrectly worded. 

States : There are three definite states of the first edition. 

That which I take to be the earliest can be identified 
as follows : 

Vol. I, p. 46 : the page number is set upside-down. 

Vol. I, p. 234: lines 19 to 21 read as follows : 
. . . when the trampling of horses were heard, and a 
small body of riders was perceived . . . 

In the second state the page numbering of p. 46 
has been corrected, but the reading of lines 19 to 21 
on p. 234 remains the same. 

In the third state p. 46 is correctly numbered, and 
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TALES OF MY LANDLORD (iST SERIES) 

in addition lines 19 to 21 on p. 234 have been reset 
as follows : . . . when the trampling of horses was 
heard, and a small body of riders were perceived. . . 
This reading is found, also, in later editions of the 
book. 

There has long been a belief that the so-called first 
issue of the first edition had the imprint of William 
Blackwood and John Murray, while the second issue 
of the first edition bore the imprint of Archibald 
Constable and Company. As a matter of fact, copies 
with title-pages bearing the latter imprint (see illus- 
tration) are not first editions at all. I have examined 
a copy with “ Constable ” title-pages, and one of 
them is watermarked 1825, while the sheets are not 
first edition sheets. ( Facsimiles of both title-pages over- 
leaf) 

Note . — The First Series of Tales of My Landlord 
was published on Dec. 1st, 1816. Two thousand 
copies were printed. ( Lockhart , Vol. IV, pp. 30 and
